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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-46 are presented for examination. 



Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments filed 06/21/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 



3. As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (1) Ozzie does not appear to define 
communication actions associated with a notification method, identifying those communication 
actions associated with a notification method, as well as identifying a communication group 
having a far-end party of the communication action as a member so as to send notification to 
target devices, the user of which belong to the identified communication group. 

4. As to point (1), it is rejected for similar reasons as stated in previous Office Action 
mailed 02/22/2007. Furthermore, Ozzie discloses communication services for an activity-based 
collaboration system, in which data change requests comprising deltas are communicated over a 
network between network-capable devices [ Abstract ]. Ozzie discloses a system for providing 
communications and other shared and mutual activities between individuals and small groups, 
called "telespaces", and participants or members of a telespaces interact through network- 
capable devices, which can communicate with one-another over a network [ col 4, lines 10-32 ], 
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and identity manager for maintaining identities of a teiespace's member [ i.e. identifying at least 
one communication group and members of said group ] [ col 11, lines 44-54 ]. In Ozzie, an 
activity for performing a shared, focused task with other, remotely located users and the activity 
includes a tool for causing generation of data change requests, called dehas, responsive to user 
interactions [ i.e. defining and identifying communication actions associated with a notification 
method ] [ col 3, lines 59-66; and col 7, lines 38-55 ]. Ozzie discloses a communication manger 
for sending delta via unicasting, multicasting or broadcasting to remote network-capable devices 
[ i.e. executing the communication action directed to a far-end party ] [ Abstract; and col 17, 
lines 8-13 ]. Ozzie further discloses member record which lists and describes each of the 
identities of telespace members that may participate in those telespaces [ i.e. identifying a 
communication group of said at least one communication group having the far-end party of the 
communication action as a member ] [ 512, Figure 5; and col 12, lines 63 -col 13, lines 8 ]. And 
Ozzie discloses asynchronous data change notification for updating user interfaces asynchronous 
when data change occurs [ i.e. sending notification to target devices that have members that 
belongs to said identified communication group ] [ col 12, lines 12-31 ]. 

5. As per remarks. Applicant's argued that (2) activities in ozzie do not appear to be 
associated with a notification method and there also does not appear to be defining such 
communication actions which are associated with a particular notification method. 

6. As to point (2), Ozzie discloses delta which refers to self-contained unit of data that 
contains one or more tool-to-engine data change requests (i.e. notifications or prompts regarding 
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desired changes to the data), and delta has a specific format, including a header portion for 
providing information and a payload portion for providing information regarding the data to 
which the request pertains [ i.e. defining communication actions associated with the notification 
method ] [ col 7, lines 38-55 ], And, Ozzie discloses user activities [ i.e. chess move ] and 
generate a delta change request to send to other member [ Figure 6; and col 13, lines 38-67 ]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-9, 12, 15-21, 24-27, 30-38, 40, 45 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Ozzie et al. [ US Patent No 6,640,241 ]. 

9. As per claim 1, Ozzie discloses the invention as claimed including a method comprising: 

defining at least one communication group and members of said groups in a personal 
communication device operable in a telecommunication network [ i.e. small group of telespaces 
] [ col 4, lines 10-19 and lines 59-67; and col 8, lines 58-67 ], 
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defining communication actions associated with a notification method (302) [ i.e. the 
activity includes a tool for causing generation of data change requests, called dehas, responsive 
to user interactions ] [ col 3, lines 64-66; col 6, lines 37-62; and col 7, lines 38-55 ], 

identifying the communication actions associated with the notification method (306) [ i.e. 
dynamics manager ] [ 501, Figure 5; and col 14, lines 30-56 ], 

executing the communication action directed to a far-end party by the personal 
communication device [ i.e. user's action ] [ col 25, lines 62-65 ], 

identifying a communication group of said at least one communication group having the 
far-end party of the communication action as a member (308) [ i.e. identify manager ] [ col 1 1, 
lines 44-53; and col 12, lines 47-54 ], and 

sending notifications to target devices, that have members that belong to said identified 
communication group, said notifications related to the executed communication action [ i.e. 
communications manager ] [ col 7, lines 4-18; and col 16, lines 44-63 ]. 

10. As per claim 2, Ozzie discloses a step of constructing an address table of target devices 
from a plurality of communication group member lists, said lists comprising the far-end party of 
the communication action as a member [ col 3, lines 8-17; and col 18, lines 19-30 ]. 

11. As per claim 3, Ozzie discloses wherein each address appears not more than once in said 
constructed address table [ i.e. unique address ] [ col 7, lines 61-64 ]. 
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12. As per claim 4, Ozzie discloses a step of receiving notification messages from other 
devices [ col 7, lines 16-18; and col 17, lines 10-13 ]. 

13. As per claim 5, Ozzie discloses wherein a user presence database stored in said personal 
communications device is updated based on received notification data [ col 18, lines 6-18 ]. 

14. As per claim 6, Ozzie discloses a step of notifying said target devices on behalf of said 
far-end party [ col 17, lines 58-col 18, lines 5 ]. 

15. As per claim 7, Ozzie discloses wherein said notifications comprise presence information 
of said far-end party [ i.e. presence mechanism ] [ Abstract; and col 15, lines 28-37 ]. 

16. As per claim 8, Ozzie discloses wherein said identification of actions is based on a 
predefined list of communication actions triggering the sending of notifications [ col 12, lines 
62-col 13,lines8]. 

17. As per claim 9, Ozzie discloses wherein said notifications comprise one of the following: 
sounds to be played by said target devices, textual information, or visual symbols associated 
with said communication groups [ i.e. displaying the move on the chess board ] [ col 15, lines 9- 
17]. 
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1 8. As per claim 12, Ozzie discloses wherein said communication action is substantially one 
of the following: initiating a call, answering a call, sending a message, receiving a message, or 
reading a received message [ col 16, lines 36-43 ]. 

19. As per claim 15, Ozzie discloses a step of contacting a server for acquiring or updating 

communication group definitions [ col 16, lines 64-coll7, lines 14 ]. 

20. As per claim 16, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 1. Furthermore, 
Ozzie discloses the associations of profiles with actions [ i.e. mapping a destination endpoint 
specified for a message into one or more other endpoints corresponding to different identities ] [ 
col 20, lines 7-47]. 

21. As per claims 17-20, they are rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claims 2-5. 

22. As per claim 21, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 9. 

23. As per claim 24, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 12. 

24. As per claim 25, Ozzie discloses wherein said action is accessing a service [ i.e. share 
services ] [ col 3, lines 59-64; and col 1 1, lines 36-44 ]. 
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25. As per claim 26, Ozzie discloses wherein said action is part of a procedure for accessing 
the internet [ i.e. navigate ] [ col 8, lines 38-41 ]. 

26. As per claim 27, Ozzie discloses wherein said action is switching the user profile [ Figure 
5; and col 13, lines 9-37 ]. 

27. As per claim 30, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 1 5. 

28. As per claim 31, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 1 . 

29. As per claim 32, Ozzie discloses associate said identified actions with at least one 
communication group by retrieving the communication group membership information of the 
far-end party involved in said action fi'om the database stored in said personal communication 
device [ col 18, lines 6-18 ]. 

30. As per claims 33-36, they are rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claims 4-7. 

31. As per claim 37, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 16. 

32. As per claim 38, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 2.

As per claim 40, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 8. 
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34. As per claim 45, Ozzie discloses at least two devices arranged to communicate with each 
other [ Figure 3; and col 11, lines 2-20 ]. 

35. As per claim 46, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

36. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

37. Claims 10, 11, 22, 23, 39, 41 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ozzie et al. [ US Patent No 6,640,241 ], in view of Toth et al. [ US Patent 
Application No 2005/0053068 ]. 

38. As per claim 10, Ozzie does not specifically disclose wherein said notification is short 
message service or multimedia messaging service message. Toth discloses wherein said 
notification is short message service or multimedia messaging service message [ paragraphs 
0048 and 0071 ]. It would have been obvious to a person skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to combine the teaching of Ozzie and Toth because Toth's teaching would provide an 
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efficient utilization of scarce and expensive network resources in wireless networks [ Toth, 
paragraphs 0117-0121 ]. 

39. As per claim 11, Ozzie does not specifically disclose wherein said notification is sent 
over a connection utilizing Internet Protocol, version 6. Toth discloses wherein said notification 
is sent over a connection utilizing Internet Protocol, version 6 [ paragraphs 0069 and 0076 ]. It 
would have been obvious to a person skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
combine the teaching of Ozzie and Toth because Toth's teaching would provide an efficient 
utilization of scarce and expensive network resources in wireless networks [ Toth, paragraphs 
0117-0121]. 

40. As per claim 22, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 10. 

41 . As per claim 23, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 1 1 . 

42. As per claim 39, Ozzie does not specifically disclose which is substantially a GSM or 
UMTS terminal. Toth discloses which is substantially a GSM or UMTS terminal [ paragraphs 
0014 and 0016 It would have been obvious to a person skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the teaching of Ozzie and Toth because Toth's teaching would 
provide an efficient utilization of scarce and expensive network resources in wireless networks [ 
Toth, paragraphs 01 17-0121 ]. 
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43. As per claim 41, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 10. 

44. As per claim 42, it is rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claim 1 1 . 

45. Claims 13, 14, 28, 29, 43 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ozzie et al. [ US Patent No 6,640,241 ], in viev^ of Denman et al. [ US Patent 
No 7,170,863 ]. 

46. As per claim 13, Ozzie does not specifically disclose a step of adding a new member to a 
communication group upon receiving a notification associated with the communication group 
from a person previously not belonging to said communication group. Denman discloses a step 
of adding a new member to a communication group upon receiving a notification associated 
with the communication group from a person previously not belonging to said communication 
group [ i.e. join group ] [ Figure 6; and col 16, lines 48-64 ]. It would have been obvious to a 
person skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the teaching of Ozzie and 
Denman because Denman' s teaching would allow to maintain and manage users for proper 
communication within user's group. 

47. As per claim 14, Ozzie does not specifically disclose step of removing at least one 
member from the communication group. Denman discloses step of removing at least one 
member from the communication group, which member has not been active for a predetermined 
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time limit [ i.e. remove user ] [ Figure 9; and col 21, lines 21-62 ]. It would have been obvious 
to a person skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the teaching of Ozzie 
and Denman because Denman's teaching would allow to maintain and manage users for proper 
communication within user's group, 

48. As per claims 28 and 29, they are rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claims 13 
and 14. 

49. As per claims 43 and 44, they are rejected for similar reasons as stated above in claims 13 
and 14.
